OBITUARY.
Captalo James Stills Abeel, U. = 2.

Captain James Etille Abeel, U. 8. Army, who
died recently at Rome, New York, was born in
Piiladelphla, November 15, 1785. Hlis grand-
father was Colonel James Abveel, aide-de-camp
to General Green, and at one time Deputy Quar-
termaster-General of the Revolutionary army,
His father was Rev, John Neilson Abeel, D, D,
a well-known clergyman of the Reformed Dutel
Church. Captain Abeel, agalust the wishes of
bis friends, iz 1813, when caly seventecn vears
of age, procured a commission as third lleutea-
ant in the 23d Reglment of regalar infantry,
aud was the youngest commissioned officer ever
in the eervice of the United States. He took
an active part with the army of the Niagara in
tke principal battlea fought during the years
1813 and 1814, and was twice wounded., In
16884 he resigned, and for Lhree years followed
farming as an occupation. In 1837, upon the
denth of Captain Samnel Perking, who com-
manded the Arsenal at Rome, New York,
Captain Abeel was appoluted military store-
keeper of ordnance, with the rank of captaln,
and was ordered to take command at Rome,
In 1855 he was ordered Lo the command of the
Detroit Areenal, Michigan, where he remained
tbree years. Oun the passage of General Logan's
army bill last year he was placed upon the re-
tired list, after haviog been In active service for
over 57 years. Captain Abeel was almost the
laet officer whose name is to be found upon the
Army Regieter of 1815, He was a warm-hearted
gentleman and o good patriot. aod he leaves a
large circle of friends to moura his loss.

During the late Rebelllon the Admiral renlered
efllolent service to the Goverument in ltiing o1
vessils for sea, ete. On the 16th of May, 12, he
wes commissloned rear admiral, and was sssigned
to duty as one of the Lignthouse Lospe st ors, aud in
1500 to gapecial duty lo New York, 1n 1850 ho was
sppo pted Port Admiral at Philadelphia, aud by rea-
son of an order of tha Nauvy Department, which
established New York as the only oity entitled to n
